4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer 
may reoffer and resell the article in dispute.

Note: ‘The name of Broadwood is the most celebrated in the history of 
English instrument-making. John Broadwood was the son-in-law of the famous 
harpsichord-maker Tschudi (fl. 1732-73) ; and the firm was carried on under 
their joint names until about 1795, when it became Jno.
